California Public Radio's (CPR) 
weekly news magazine about state 
government, Sacramento Update 
iS Now being broadcast on KERS 
FM (90 7) every Friday night at 7 
p.m The hour long broadcast ts 
heard over 14 other FM stations 
between Santa Rosa and San 
Diego 


Operating out of the Senator 
Hotel in downtown Sacramento 
since March 1, Sacramento Up- 
date is headed by Charles Hurley 
former city editor of the Fresno 
Bee and northern California press 
secretary during President 
Carter's carnpaign last fall Hurley 
Says the object of the program “is 
to provide a little more depth 
sidelights and give people more in- 
formation than a 1'% to 2 minute 
news story. Our stories usually go 
anywhere from 2 to 10 minutes 
Inctuded in. the format are 
highlights, features and listener 
education,” adds Huriey 


‘Sacramento Update’ is funded 
at $80,000 a year through the 
budget of the California Public 
Br adcasting Commission. There 
are three employees, one a half - 
timer, including Hurley 

But the postion of KERS in the 
makeup of the broadcast is 
unusual The station is not a 
regular member of the Association 
of California Public Radio Stations 
(ACPRS) the membership 
Organization of the other 14 
Stations carrying the Update show 
KERS is a “provisional member” 
says Mike Montgomery, the 
Station's student manager. This 
means the station is currently in 
the process of meeting certain 
criteria for membership in the AC- 
PRS. The major critera are “to have 
a full time professional staff of at 
least five employees, broadcast at 
a class A signal (which means the 
station must be powerful! enough 
to broadcast over the full city in 
which it is located) and broadcast 
365 days a year — for at least 18 


Nours a day,” said Roger Walters 
faculty advisor to KERS 


otll, tne station carries the 
broadcasts Hurley explains why 
We have no outlet in Sacramento 
but many of the people who make 
up the news of the Sacramento Up- 
date show, like the legislators. live 
in Sacramento And they want to 
hear the broadcast So it is im- 
portant to have an outlet here 


Although covering government 
news, Hurley believes the broad 
casts are not doring because we 
nterpret broadly what constitutes 
government news. Thus many of 
the stories reported are often not 
thought of as government news by 
the listeners

Urban Grant Program 
would offer federal aid

Legisiation backed by the 
California State University and 
Colleges (CSUC) tocreatean Ur- 
ban Grant University Program was 
recently introduced with four 
California congressmen as co 
sponsors 

The bill would authorize $25 
million annually to urban - based 
universities throughout the coun- 
try to enable them to work more 
closely with the cities in which they 
are located in attacking urban 
problems 

Chancellor Glenn S Dumke 
said 12 CSUC campuses. in- 
cluding CSUS, would qualify for 
participation if the bill, the product 
of lengthy consideration by 21 ur- 
ban - based US. higher education 
institutions, is enacted in its 
present form 

Under the proposed legislation 
participating universities could 
receive federal assistance in meet- 
ing the costs of programs 
designed to help local 
governments deal with economic 
manageriat, environmental 
technological and other urban 
problems. 

its Concept has been likened to 
the Land - Grant College Acts of 
the last century and the Sea Grant 


Assembly approves 
Fair Housing Act 


A controversial bill banning 
housing discrimination against 
students, recently won narrow 
approval in the State Assembiy 

The bill, AB 1032 by 
Assemblyman Howard Berman (D 
- Beverly Hills), will extend the 
Rumford Fair Housing Act. This 
act presently protects the people 
from being discriminated against 
by landiord for reasons of race, 
color, religion, sex, marital status, 
national origin or ancestry. 
Berman's bill will include students 
in the Rumford Act if it passes its 
final hurdle, the State Senate. 

The Assembly approved the 
measure with a 41 to 31 margin, 


despite frantic opposition by 


realtors, who say the biil is unfairto 
apartment managers 

The approval by the Assembly 
meant a victory for lobbyist by 
both the U.C. and CSUC student 
government organizations. The 
student lobbyist nad provided 
legislators with results of surveys 
taken at U.C. campuses in Davis, 
Berkeley, Santa Barbara and Los 
Angeles. These surveys, they said, 
showed that a considerabie 
number of students had had 
experiences in which they had 
been denied housing because they 
were students. 

One such survey, taken among 
some 2,400 students at Berkeley, 
showed that 50 per cent of the 755

new part C to Title | of the Higher

An urban university is defined in 
the bill as an institution of higher 
education located in a Standard 
Metropolitan Statistical area witha 
population of 500,000 or more,

nors Nad earlier told the Senate 
that EOP is already funded 
$710.000 from the state Connors 
added that the earlier proposed 
$35,000 for EQP is merely a ‘drop 
in the bucket. and that the ASI 
would be better off spending that 
money on its social activities 

Connors also pointed out that 
Title 5 of the Education Code 
States that the policy of campus 
auxiliary organizations such as 
AS!. is to fund campus activities 
that are not normatiy funded 
through the state budget 

Elena Caro, director of EOP 
told the Senate that tne money 
from ASI was needed and that it is 
used to pay the first semester 
registration fees of new incoming 
EOP students Caro explained that 
the $95.00 registration fee could be 
paid for through the federally 
funded Basic Educational Op- 
portunity Program (BEOG), which 
70 to 90 per cent of the EOP 
Students qualify for. “But. Caro 
added, ‘many students don't know 
about their federal financial aid un 
ti! later in the semester, so they 
miss Out On computer regis 
tration.” To prevent this late regis- 
tration, Caro said EOP pays the 
trst semester registration fees for 
its students from the money they 


receive from AS!. Caro added that 
there is nO way the state will pay 


the registration fees 

Although the ASI money may 
be small in percentage of dollars, 
the impact on the registration fees 
Is tremendous,” said Caro “If you 
{the senate) don't fund us the 
money for the registration of our 
Students, there is no way we can 
replace it 

Connors and Senator Bonnie 
Brown both argued that if the FOP 
students would apply for federal 
financial aid in time, they would 
receive the money in time forcom- 
puter registration. "EOP is making 
life too easy for their students,” 
said Connors. “EOP is taking away 
the responsibility from the 
students.” 

Caro stated that the earlier 
proposed $35,000 from ASI would 
mean an average of less than a

SRI: enables the blind 
to live with comfort

He was rocking back and forth 
in front of a locked door on cam- 
pus. He stood waiting, totally 
unaware of the block - letter sign 
directly in front of him. that read 
‘Closed tor the Summer." Ina pic- 
que of frustration, he reached out 
and gave the door a hard yank 

Leo is blind. He is one of 26 
blind or visually impaired students 
on campus this summer par- 
ticipating in the eighth annual Seif 
- Reliance Institute (SRI) program

sponsored by the Sacrament 
Society for the blind. According to 
Ron Turner, program coordinatot 
the goal of the SRI program is ‘to 
enable the students to be con 
fortable with the fact of their visual 
handicap and to learn how to deal 
with it. 

SRI is an intensive eight week 
program designed to teach 
visually impaired students daily 
living skiils, mobility skills, inter- 
viewing and job skills, and selt 
reliance. Turner said SRI is a res 
ponse to the realization that 
“visually handicapped persons are 
virtually unemployable after 
graduation from school ile 
other programs offer mobility and 
Skills training, SRI is unique in that 
it offers actual work experience for 
each student. By the fourth week 
of the program, students will be 
working four hours a day in various 
paying jobs ranging from garden- 
ing to clerical work. Several 
students will be working on cam- 
pus for the bookstore and the day - 
care center 

“SRI is a real growing process 
for the students,” said Turner. "We 
put a lot of stress on them to make 
them see what life is all about 
They have to learn to make 
decisions and to live with the 
results.” 

The first week of the program 
the students can be seen around 
CSUS sharpening mobility skilis 
They are encouraged to test their 
ability to get around safely and 
independently. By the second 
week of the program most of the 
studen:s will be using the Regional 
Transit system and their own 
resources to make practice job 
interviews in Sacramento. For the 
most part, the only information 
they will be given is the name of the 
Supervisor, the address, and the 
time of the interview. The rest is up 
to them. 

“SAI is a sort of bachelor - sur- 
vival program,” said Turner.

Veterans have shoulder to lean on 


lf you are a newly enrolled 
veteran at Sacramento State, you 
may be happy to know that you are 
not alone At last count, there were 
about 2,600 of you. Furthermore 
Sacramento Stace veterans enjoy a 
very efficent, and = extensive 
program of benefits and services 
provided for by the Federal and 
State governments. The Campus 
Veterans Administration en- 
compesses a threefold program 
The main office, located in a trailer 
behind Foley Hall, ensures that 
funds are properly distributed, the 
Veterans counseling clinic 
provides counseling service, and 
the Service Center offers special 


These individuals receive a 
minimum of $146.00 per semester, 
for those taking 6 units, and range 
to $29200 under a 12 unit 
program In addition, the State 
provides various compensatory 
allowances for those who qualify 
under its programs 

The Campus Veterans Ad- 
ministration operates in 
collaboration with the Northern 
California regional headquarters 
at San Francisco, under the direc- 
torship of RF. Welch The Nor- 
thern California area is subdivided 
regionally, each region having its 
own director. Charlies Finkejs is 
the Service Officer responsible for 


State Veteran's Service Center en- 
joys a separate budget Its total 
budget is approximately 
$300,000.00, $80,000.00 of which is 
received fram WHEW.

Legislation appropriating one 
million dollars to establish 
neighborhood centers providing 
assistance to victims and 
witnesses involved in a crime has 
been passed overwhelmingly. ac 
cording to Maggie Fishman 
legislative aid to Assemblyperson 
Mike Gage, author of the bill 


The overall intention of the 
centers will be to increase the 
effectiveness of law enforcement 
persons by both heiping to sen- 
sitize law agencies and staff and 
also improving the attitude of the 
citizen towards police and justice 
officials. Currently a substantial 
2'2 times as many crimes are 
unreported as are reported. The 
most frequently cited reason or not 
reporting a crime is the negative 
impressions, perceptions, and ex 
periences in the mind of the victim 
and/or witnesses. Thus, if 
successful, victims and witnesses 
will report crimes and give more in- 
formation to law enforcement of- 
ficers who come to the scene thus 
increasing the chances of ap- 
prehending the criminal 


The goal of increased co - 
operation between victims and 


















the victims and witnesses in ad 
dition to a more positive attitude 
on the part of the victim, witness. it 
is expected that the law en 
forcement agency personne! will 
be helped to heighten their sen- 
sitivity to the needs and cir 
cumstances of the vi 
tim/witnesses by the provision of 
these services through the Office 
of Criminal Justice Planning

Canadian novelist Marian Engel weaves a myth -iike tale of asummer love 
relationship between a lonely young woman and a “scuffy” brown bear in her 
nove! Bear 

Bear has become a bestselier in Canada and has won for its creator the 
Governor's General Award for fiction. Engel’s novel will make its paperback 
debut in Canada on July 6, 1977 as a Seal Book from McClelland & Stewart - 
Bantam Ltd., with “Super Release” promotional treatment. The same month 
Bear will be released in paperback in the American market by Bantam Books 

Bear was originally published in Hardcover by McClelland & Stewart in 
Canada and by Atheneum in the United States. Here. The New York Times 
Book Review called Engel’s book. “spare, wry and altogether extraordinary 
novel 

Marian Engels protagonist, Lou, is an archivist for a Toronto historical 
institute who Is assigned to research a valuable country estate just willed to 
the institute When she arrives on the remote property she finds a bear 
chained to the shed outside the kitchen. He is a creature as pathetic and 
lonely as she Lou unleashes him and they become friends eating together 
swimrning together, until she finally realizes she loves the animal. At the end 
of the summer they go their separate ways, but not without an element of 
tragedy 

Engel's work Bear is one of the mos, thought provoking books to come 
before the re, ers for sometime The paperback’'s cover creates the most 
unusual thinking processes and reminds one of a self “warning” stated by 
Jane Goodall after her initial study of the “wild” chimpanzees 

Marian Engel was born in Toronto and raised in several “small” cities in 
Ontario. She received her B.A. and M.A degrees from McMaster and McGill 
universities, and has taught at Montana State University and at the Study 
School in Montreal. in 1973 she became the first chairperson of the Writers 
Union of Canada. Engel has written five other books including No Clouds of 
Glory; The Honeyman Festival; and Monodromos 


A child's experiences of loving care during his first three years of life will 
prove to be the most important and decisive for his future ability to love, to en- 
joy his work, and get along with himself and others. So writes Helene S 
Arnstein in The Roots of Love, a guide to the hurdles and highlights of the 
love relationship between parents and children during their formative years 
The paperback edition should already be out it was first published in 
hardback by Bobbs - Merrill, and won the Family Life Book Award from the 
Child Study Association of America 

In the course of exploring the roots of iove, Arnstein discusses topics such 
as. the impact of a first baby on a marriage; the influence of the father in the 
early years, the development of the baby’s sense of trust in others and in 
themseives, and how parents can deal with the child's feelings, in order to 
reinforce the child's sense of trust and security.

Finally, this July will see the release of a new movie: “The Island Of Dr 
Moreau.” The film is based on the novel written by one of Fantasy - Science 
great. HG Wells 

Wells’ literary works have become the stable for many of the new releases 
in this area of fiction and very much in keeping with filmdom’s last decade 
promotion of films based on Edgar Allen Poe's creations. In the forefront of 
this new recognition of Wells is the same producers that gave the public Poe 
on film The question circulating is — will American International Pictures 
repeat the pattern “motif" of their Poe productions? 

There was an earlier attempt at presenting this Wells’ novel. It was released 
in the 1920's and entitled ‘The Isie Of Lost Souls.’ Or Moreau was played by 
Charles Laughton (Burt Lancaster handies that role in this latest version) and 
the good doctor's goal was to evolve the animal life on his osiand to the level 
of the “human” animal, which included speech as well as the physical shape 
The major uproar about the film then was the strong implication of beastially

Cunnors made the 
motion to eliminate EOP from the 
AS! budget altogether The Senate 
then voted 6-1-2 in favor of the 
motion Senator Bob Ramer was 
the lone dissenting vote, while 
Debbs and Stevens abstained 

When the question of funding 
Chicano Science and Barrio Arts 
came up, Connors explained that 
these were two truly IRA (instruc- 
tionally related activities) 
programs and therefore the AS! 
should not fund them. The Senate 
concurred and swiftly voted to dis- 
continue funding for the two 
programs 

Elsewhere in the budget, the 
Senate decided to increase fun- 
ding for the State Hornet to 
$25,000. The Senate also voted to 
fund KEG radio $500 and the pep 
squad $2,700 

Because of the major cuts in the 
budget, the Senate now has 
$41,571 in their contingency fund 

The approved budget now goes 
to ASI President Heyman Matlock 
and must be on the desk of 
President James Bond by June 30

Cont trom page 1 
portunities more accessible to 
students living in such urban 
areas, has the present capacity to 
carry out urban -_ oriented 
education, graduate orograms, 
and has demonstrated and sus- 
tained a sense of responsibility to 
such urban areas and its people 

The first program authorized is 

Program Development As- 
sistance.” An amount is reserved 
from each year's appropriations 
for grants to urban institutions or 
urban universities for assistance in 
developing urban oriented 
educational research or service 
programs which once developed 
can be eligible for assistance 
under the long - range parts of the 
Act. Program Development as- 
sistance is provided on the basis of 
a steeply decreasing Federal share 
of the costs 


project assistance, for which an 
amount is reserved from each 
year's appropriations. This type of 
assistance allows for a 90 per cent 
federal share of the continuing 
costs of carrying out urban - 
oriented projects. The relevant 
local government agency must be 
given an opportunity for review 
and comment, but no veto power 
over such a grant 

Finally, half of each year's ap- 
propriations are reserved for the 
funding of comprehensive 
program assistance grants, which 
are multidisciplinary plans for the 
provision of educational research 
and service programs to meet ur- 
ban problems 


The bill creates an Urban 
University Advisory Council of 26 
members: 12 university ex- 
ecutives, six public members, and 


council, which is given an unusual 
degree of statory independencs 
must be consulted before any 
comprehensive plan is approved 
and has the authority to advise and 
comment on the procedures for 
approving program development 
and project assistance grants 

Among the bill's 45 sponsors 
are Representative Phillip Burton 
of San Francisco, Mark W Han 
naford of Lakewood.
